Now ſince (according to Philoſo-' 
phicall maximes ) one cannot deliver an aſfured 
judgement of things, but in conſidering the refe- 
rcnce , rclation, and connexion they have with 
primary cauſes : God, therefore, who is this firſt 
cauſe, ought to be the primary obje&, and princi- 
pall rule of all our judgements andcounſe}ls, if 
we delireto ſecure our judgements from errour, 
and our counſclls from temerity. For, whatſoe- 
ver men have, at any time, eſtabliſhed of good or 
juſt in temporall Laws, either imprinted in them 
by nature , or deduced by reaſon, or knowne by 
inſpiration,er manifeſted by revelation, if it ſtray 
from this principle, icis unjuſt, and what is unjuſt 
is violent , and what is violent cannot chalenge 
the name of Law. - For this is the moſt ſoli4 
ground ofthe moſt eminent commendations wee 
can give jothe truly wiſe Politician, who, over 
and abovethe natural! capacity of ſpirir, and of 
humane wiſedome acquired by ftudy , and expe- 
rience of affaixes,addeth divine knowledge,which 
hetakcth as the principall guide of all his moti- 
ons, reaſons, maximes, counſells, decrees, and a- 
Gions, .He doth not (as the Lesbian beoape)

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fithis (quire or rule to the Roneor timbergas they 
doe who ſecketo accommodate God totheirne-:
